garage sales

As the garage sale season is about to get 
underway, Grayling City officials are 
informing residents, planning to have a sale 
to get rid of unwanted household items, that 
they need to comply with the community’s 
zoning ordinance. 

Grayling City Manager David Thayer 
said that city officials will be enforcing 
zoning regulations regarding garage sales, 
rummage sales and similar activities this 
spring, summer and fall. Language regard- 
ing garage sales was added to the city’s 
zoning codes, which were updated and 
approved by the Grayling City Council last 
year. 

Under the ordinance, garage sales, rum- 
mage sales, yard sales, moving sales and 
similar activities are considered temporary 
accessory uses within residential zoning 
districts. 

Sales will be allowed with a permit for a 


_ period not to exceed three days twice with- 


in a calendar year. All residents can obtain 
a garage sale permit by registering their 
sale with the front desk staff at the Grayling 
City Hail. There is no fee for the colored 
permit, which must be posted at the sale 
site to inform Grayling City Police that the 
sale is registered. 

All sales shall be conducted in a manner 
so they do not create a traffic hazard or a 
nuisance to neighboring properties. 

No signs advertising a garage sale or sim- 
ilar activity may be placed upon public 
property or in the road right-of-way. Signs 
shall not be placed more than 24 hours prior 
to the sale, must be removed upon comple- 
tion of the sale and shall not exceed four 
square feet.

School board members selected, millage renewed

Two incumbent Crawford 
AuSable School Board 
members survived a chal- 
lenge in Tuesday’s annual 
school election. 

Richard Febey, who was 


appointed to fill.a vacancy — 


on the board in February, 
gathered 344 votes to win a 
six-year term on the 
Crawford AuSable School 
Board. 

Incumbent Jim Hulbert, 
the current school board 
treasurer, followed with 316 
votes to win re-election to 


the school board, 

Steven Sendek, who also 
applied to fill the school 
board vacancy in February, 
trailed the field with 302 
ballots cast in his favor in 
his. failed campaign to get 
on the school board panel. 

Voters also approved a 


renewal of the district’s non- 
homestead operating mill- 
age by a 447 yes to 109 no 
vote. 

The tax levy, which is for 
18 mills, is collected on 
property classified as busi- 
ness property, rental proper- 
ty, second homes and prop-

erty owned by people who 
live out of state. The tax 
does not impact homes used 
as primary residences. 

The millage generates 
$5.2 million annually, 
which is about 33 percent of 
the school district's $16 mil- 
lion budget,

City officials propose lean 
budget for 2010 fiscal year

Grayling City offictals 
have made major cuts to all 
city fund accounts and will 
lay off one employee to bal- 
ance the budget for its next 
fiscal year. 

Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer presented the 
city administration’s budget 
recommendations to the 
Grayling City Council at 
their meeting last week. 

The city operates on a 
July | to June 30 fiscal year, 
so the 2010 budget has been 
fine tuned to balance expen- 
ditures with anticipated rev- 
enues. 

The proposed badge 
maintains a status quo 
delivery of city services 
with deep cuts, where possi- 
ble, to each fund account. 

Thayer said the city used 
anticipated annual revenue 
sources, where sufficient to 
pay for operating expenses, 
instead of using one-time 
revenue sources to bring the 
budget in line as some 
municipalities practice. 

Still, city administrators 
found themselves with a 
$120,000 shortfall for bal- 
ancing its general fund. 

Further restructuring of 
debts and cuts and the elim-

ination of the Zoning 
Administrator’s position, 
held by Cathy Oleniczak, 
brought the budget into bal- 
ance. 

Oleniczak began working 
for the city on April 14, 
2007. The zoning adminis- 
irator’s duties will be 
merged with the city man- 
ager’s day-to-day responses 
bilities.

Thayer said there are no 
planned inflationary wage 
increases for nonunion 
employees. There is, how- 
ever, the possibility for 
merit increases of up to 
three percent based on job 
performance, job knowl- 
edge, market value and con- 
tribution to the city. Wage 
increases for union employ- 
ees are up for negotiations 
since the current labor 
agreements expire on June 
30, 

City officials opted to pay 
off the $82,600 mortgage 
for the Grayling Fire 
Department building, which 
will reduce the general fund 
operational contribution to 


the fire department fund 
account by $48,500. 

Retirement costs are 
anticipated to increase by 
12 percent, the cost of elec- 
tricity is projected to 
increase by 10 percent and 
the cost of liability insur- 
ance is anticipated to 
increase by 12 percent. 

Contributions to the Parks 
and Recreation fund and the 
Downtown Development 
Authority fund were both 
trimmed down by $5,000 
for the fiscal year. 

The city. is opting not to 
fund its contribution joward 
the Crawford County. 
Economic Development 
Partnership. The city’s cur- 
rent $10,000 contribution to 
the local economic develop- 
ment office lasts through 
Dec, 31. 

A $50,000 transfer from 
the city’s income tax fund to 
the capital improvement 
fund and a $63,640 transfer 
to the focal streets fund will 
pay for improvements that 
will be made on Charles 
Street, 

State revenue sharing is 
expected to stay at its cur- 
rent rate of 13 percent. 
Funds received from the 
state’s Public Act S51, 


money collected from gaso- 


line and fuel taxes, are 
anticipated to decrease by 
19 percent. People are still 
buying less fuel, so less 
funds are being dispersed to 
municipalities to pay for 
street construction and 
maintenance.

County Road Commission’s 
road millage, which was 
approved by voters last fall, 
will remain within the city 
and will offset the general 
fund’s contribution to the 
major streets fund. 

Thayer said city officials 
recently had to transfer 
$60,000 from their local 
and major streets funds to 
fund snow removal costs 
from this past winter. 

Thayer said the city will 
continue to collect its 14.8 
mills instead of asking vot- 
ers to allow the city to col- 
lect up ‘to 20 mills to bring | 
in more local’ revenue to 
cover expenses. 

“Without growth and the 
way the state laws are writ- 
ten, you are pretty much 
destined to shrink,” Thayer 
said. 

Heading into the future, 
Thayer said state revenue 
Sharing and _ potential 
changes in property tax col- 
lection may cause the city to 
make more manpower and 
budget cuts for the 2011 fis- 


cal year. Thayer said he 


could not forecast where 
those cuts would be made 
since some city departments 
are run by one administrator 
and few employees. 

“If you eliminate the per- 
son, you eliminate the 
show,” Thayer said. “The. 
State of Michigan is the 
biggest unknown in all of 
this.” 

A public hearing on the 
proposed budget will be 
held at 7 p.m. on Tuesday, 
May 26, at the Grayling 
City Hall.

Residents who failed to fill out jury 
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questionnaires called into court

Crawford County resi- 
dents who failed to fill out 
questionnaires last year to 
serve on a jury are getting 
their own day in court. 

Over 300 potential jurors 
who failed to fill out ques- 
tionnaires for 2008-09 jury 
duty have been or will be 
summoned into Crawford 
County Court to explain 
why they failed to meet their 
civic duty. 

The jury personal history 
questionnaire is provided to 
county clerks and jury 
boards by the Michigan 
State Court Administrator’s 
Office. The purpose of the 
questionnaire is to provide 
judges, lawyers and litigants 
with information to assist in 
conducting effective jury 
selection. 

Last year, about 4,500 
Crawford County residents 
were mailed questionnaires 
to fill out for jury duty. Prior 
to the mailing, potential 
jurors who may not be eligi- 
ble to serve, due to serving 
in the military, taking col- 
lege classes, being over 70, 
having severe illnesses or 
living out of the county, are 
eliminated from the poten- 
tial jury pool by the jury 
board, said Crawford 
County Clerk/Register of 
Deeds Sandra Moore. 

The remainder of resi- 
dents are entered into a com- 
puter database that generates 
a list of potential jurors for 
the year. Four jury panels, 


comprising a total of 160 
people a month, are called 
for jury service throughout 
the court’s calendar year, so 
1,920 potential jurors are 
needed at the minimum, 
Moore said. The court runs 


on a Sept. 1 to Oct. 31 cal- 


endar year. 

Last year, dozens of jurors 
simply did not send back 
their questionnaires. Moore 
said that people who have 
hardships and can’t serve are 
decided on a case-by-case 
basis, but still must fill out 
the questionnaire. She added 
that there are some people 
that are biased and don’t 
believe in the way the court 
system operates so they 
don’t send back question- 
naires as required, 

“It all would have been 
perfect if jurors would have 
complied and filled out their 
questionnaires,’ Moore said. 
“If they feel that strongly 
about that, they can attach a 
letter to the questionnaire 
and the jury board can 
decide if they are eligible or 
ineligible.” 

In response to the non- 
compliance, 46th Circuit 
District Court Judge Monte 
Burmeister and Circuit 
Court Judges Dennis F. 
Murphy and Janet M. Allen 
are conducting show cause 
hearings to address the 
issue, Each judge has been 
assigned to conduct show 
cause hearings with about 
100 residents to hear expla- 
nations on why they did not 
fill out their questionnaires 


or why they feel they 
shouldn’t have to be on jury 
duty, 

At the hearing, the judges 
address the entire group 
about their rights and the 
consequences of being held 
in contempt of court. The 
judge then inquires why 
each individual did not fill 
out the questionnaire, If a 
valid reason is given deemed 
not worthy of being charged 
with contempt of court, the 
judge gives the person a jury 
questionnaire to fill out in 
the courtroom. Before they 
leave, they are assigned to a 
jury panel and are given 
their jury service dates. So 
far, 70 people have been 
assigned to jury panels from 
the hearings, Moore said. 

Allen said that judges are 
explaining why jurors are a 
critical part of conducting a 
court trial, In a criminal 
case, judges are asking the 
potential jurors to put them- 
selves in the shoes of a 
defendant facing serious 
criminal charges, who would 
prefer having their fate 
decided by a jury of their 
peers instead of a judge. 

“I think people just need 
to have an understanding of 
how important jurors are to 
the administration of the 
courts,’ Allen said. “We 
can’t operate this court sys- 
tem without people who are 
willing to serve as jurors.” 

If a person does not show 


‘up for the mass show cause 


hearing, they are served with 
a subpoena by a Crawford 


County Sheriff’s Deputy for 
a personal show cause hear- 
ing. When they appear, the 
person is ordered to fill outa 
jury questionnaire, given 
jury service dates and 
ordered to pay a $25 fee for 
the subpoena service. _ 

Finaliy, if a person does 
not show up in court after 
being subpoenaed, a bench 
warrant will be issued for 
their arrest and a $125 fine 
will be assessed. If a person 
shows up in court and the 
judge decides that contempt 
proceedings should take 
place, they are ordered to 
pay the same $125 fine. If a 
person claims they are indi- 
gent, community service 
may be ordered to cover 
court costs and fines. 

“After a trial, there could 
be fines and possibly even 
jail until they comply,” Allen 
said. “Obviously, none of us 
want to do that. We just want 
to communicate how impor- 
tant jury service is and to let 
them know they should 
communicate with the 
court.” . 

Moore said 3,000 ques- 
tionnaires would be mailed 
out in July for the 2009-10 
calendar year. 

“They need to respond so 
they don’t put themselves in 


a situation where they will, 


face a show cause hearing 
year after year,’ Moore said. 
“If everybody would comply 
and do their civic duty, we 
would not have to go to this 
extreme at the taxpayer’s 
expense,” 


Hazardous waste collection moved

Crawford County envi- 
ronmental officials have 
opted to move the location 
of their annual household 


hazardous waste collection. 
due to a double whammy 


of construction projects. 

The 2009 Household 
Hazardous Waste and 
Electronic Waste 
Collection will be held 
from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. on 
Saturday, June 20, in the 
Grayling High School 
Parking lot. 

Bruce Patrick, the envi- 
ronmental monitor for 
Crawford County, said the 
$1.5 million project to 
bring the Crawford County 
Courthouse in compliance 
with the Americans With 
Disabilities Act is expected 
to get underway in June. 
Also, the I-75 Business 
Loop reconstruction pro- 
ject limits access to the 
Crawford County 
Courthouse parking lot, 
where the household haz- 


ardous waste collection 
was normally held. 

“J think it’s going to be a 
real mess out here by the 
end of June, so it will be a 
more ideal location to have 
the waste collection at the 
high school,” Patrick said. 

Patrick added that the 
high school would be a 
good fit since the company 
that will collect and haul 
the waste away is bringing 
one semi trailer for house- 
hold hazardous waste and 
another for electronic 
waste. 

Household hazardous 
waste that will be collected 
includes aerosols, batteries, 
oil based paints and acids. 
Used motor oil and other 
automotive products, pesti- 
cides and solvents will also: 
be collected. Fluorescent 
light bulbs, herbicides, 
paint thinner, insecticides, 
swimming pool chemicals 
and other known chemicals 
will be accepted. 

County environmental 
officials are collecting elec- 


tronic waste from house- 
holds for the first time this 
year. Used equipment lying 


-around homes, including 


computers, monitors, scan- 
ners, printers, keyboards, 
televisions, cell phones and 
computer accessories, will 
be accepted. 

Patrick said electronic 
waste contains heavy met- 
als, such as mercury, nickel 
and cadmium, which can 
contaminate the groundwa- 
ter and the soil. 

“Those are items that 


. shouldn’t be going into the 


landfill because of the 
heavy metals that are in 
them,” Patrick said. 

‘Patrick noted that town- 
ship officials are not hold- 
ing a scrap tire collection in 
conjunction with the 
household hazardous waste 
and electronic collection 
this year.

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WHEN SEN. ARLEN 
Specter decided to switch 
from the Republican to the 
Democratic Party, it should 
arouse slight surprise to 
anyone who follows nation- 
al politics even casually, 

From Pennsylvania, he 
has been in the US Senate 
for almost 30 years and 
increasingly has found him- 
self a round partisan peg in 
the square hole of 
Republican loyalism, 

Sen, Specter will find 
more welcoming comfort 
for many of his political 
views — but not all of them — 
within the Democratic 
establishment. 

However, the baseline 
reason he is jumping the 
partisan line at this time is 
that his seat is up for elec- 
tion in November, he wants 
to stay in the senate, and he 
figures his chances are 
much better as a Democrat 
than as a Republican.

SEN. SPECTER’S elec- 
tion problems lie more with 
Pennsylvania Republicans 
than with Democrats or the 
Pennsylvania public. 
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Sen. ace’ switch to Democrats no surprise 


Last time out in 2004, 
Sen. Specter was challenged 
in the Republican primary 
by US Rep. Pat Toomey, and 
escaped with a narrow 51- 
49 percent primary win. In 
the general election, Mr. 
Specter won with a much 
handier 53-42 margin. 

Democrat Barack Obama 
carried swing-state 
Pennsylvania in 2008, 
which helped nail down his 
win. Somewhere in this 
process, an estimated 
200,000 Pennsylvania vot- 
ers switched registration 
from Republican to 
Democrat, leaving an even 
smaller pool of dedicated 
Republicans for the 2010 
senatorial primary. 

Although he’s an attorney, 
Sen. Specter can add, and 
knows political arithmetic. 

In a telling comment as he 
announced his switch, Mr. 
Specter said: “I am unwill- 
ing to have my 29-year sen- 
ate record judged by the 
Pennsylvania primary elec- 
torate.” 

He might better have said 
he did not want conservative 
Republican primary voters 
to determine his future. 


Voters always are judging an 
official’s record, and they 
should. 

Pat Toomey already has 
his election machinery in 
motion again, and early 
polls of expected 
Republican primary voters 
show Mr. Toomey ahead of 
Mr. Specter by 15 to 20 
points. Polls also indicate 
Arlen Specter would win the 
general election, either as a 
Democrat or as a 
Republican. These are only 
opinion polls, not elections, 
and early polls at that.

PRESIDENT OBAMA 
has warmly welcomed the 
party-switching Senator into 
the Democratic fold, and has 
promised to help his elec- 
tion efforts next year. 

Mr. Toomey is expected to 
rely heavily on Washington- 
based Club for Growth, an 
ultra-conservative political 
action committee (PAC), 
which supported him in 
2004. 

Club for Growth targets 


moderate Republicans, 
incumbents included, with 
negative campaigning 


through nasty and half-truth 


advertising 
banks. 

In Michigan’s seventh 
district in 2006, moderate 
Republican US Rep. Joe 
Schwarz of Battle Creek felt 
Club for Growth wrath. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
conservative PAC dollars 
flowed into the seventh dis- 
trict in an anti-Schwarz 
onslaught that propelled a 
conservative former state 
senator, Tim Walberg of 
Lenawee County, to win the 
primary, and then skate to a 
nairow win in the southern 
Michigan district which had 
been solidly Republican. 

Two years later, however, 
even with continuing heavy 
support from Club for 
Growth, conservative Rep. 
Walberg lost what had been 
a staunch Republican 
stronghold to a Democratic 
state senator from Battle 
Creek, Mark Schauer. 

Such Club for Growth 
tactics and goals, in my 
opinion, exemplify why the 
Republican Party is losing 
favor among voters in many 
parts of the country. 

Doctrinaire diehards 
within the party insist on

philosophic purity and pre- 
fer to have ultra-conserva- 
tive clones in elective office 
or party leadership positions 
rather than spread an appeal 
to a broader, more encom- 
passing base. 

This sort of political phi- 
losophy forces the likes of 
Sen. Arlen Specter — and 
former Rep. Joe Schwarz, 
for that matter — from 
Republican embrace when 
the tent gets smaller, rather 
than enlarging. 

Some liberal diehards act 
the same way within the 
Democratic Party, too, and 
also to the detriment of the 
overall party. Extremes at 
either end of the political 
spectrum are limiting and 
harmful to the total effort.

ARLEN SPECTER is not 
alone in seeking political 
comfort in the embrace of 
former foes, 

Michigan’s Don Riegle 
began his political career 
elected three times to the US 
House as a Republican from 
the Flint district when 
Genesee County voters still 
elected Republicans. 

As the district's politics 


changed - and as Mr. 
Riegle’s opportunities for 
advancement within 
Michigan’s Republican 
party appeared dim —- he 
became a Democrat, was 
reelected twice aS a 
Democrat to the same 
House seat, and then elected 
three times as a Democrat to 
the US senate, finally retir- 
ing undefeated from that 
post. 
Probably the most famous 
partisan turncoat at least in 
recent years gave up his 
early allegiance to the 
Democratic Party to be 
elected as a Republican first 
to be elected governor of 
California and then 
President of the United 
States — Ronald Reagan. 

For the record, Ronald 
Reagan always insisted that 
he did not leave his political 
party, but that Dy party left 
him, 

Arlen Specter probably 
feels the same way. | °

Career Technical Education: 


A Key to 


To address some of our 
economic issues, the state 
has sought to attract new 
employers to Michigan, 
especially in high-tech 
industries like advanced 
battery production and wind 
turbine manufacturing. On 
the surface, you might 
assume that most of the jobs 
in these high-growth indus- 
tries would be in engineer- 
ing. In fact, the U.S. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics predicts 
that half of all job openings 
in the next decade will be in 
middle skill careers such as 
skilled manufacturing, con- 
struction, health care and 
more. Remarkably, we are 
already seeing a shortage of 
skilled labor, with tens of 
thousands of jobs going 
unfilled in Michigan every 
year. We should be provid- 
ing our students with the 
Opportunities to train for 
high-tech careers and we 
should revisit the state’s 
high school graduation 
requirements, Career tech- 
nical education (CTE) cen- 
ters all over the state are 
preparing high school stu- 
dents for in demand jobs. 
These centers are where our 
young people are earning 
nationally recognized certi- 
fication in a variety of high- 
tech, high-demand fields. 
For instance, our students 
are learning precision 
machining and welding.

They are also studying and 
getting real-world experi- 
ence in allied health care, 


- while others are learning to 


work in electrical repair. 
These students are learning 
and gaining experience for 
great careers that will earn 
good pay and cannot be out- 
sourced. Unfortunately, 
these CTE programs are in 
danger. In 2006, the 
Legislature passed bills that 
required all high school 
students to complete a uni- 
form 18-credit curriculum 
to earn a diploma. For many 
students, this extensive list 
of credits means they do not 
have time in their schedules 
to lear marketable career 
skilis. All over Michigan, 
CTE centers are experienc- 
ing dramatic decreases in 
enrollment as a result. This 
declining enrollment is like- 
ly to lead to the shuttering 
of career tech centers, scut- 
tling millions of doilars in 
job training infrastructure 
and leaving our children 
without the skills they need 
for great careers. It is time 
we took a second look at the 
curriculum the Legislature 
mandated, While it did a 
great deal to motivate 
schools to improve, the new 
curriculum is not perfect 
and must be revisited. One 
solution that I have pro- 
posed is to provide students 
with two pathways toward a 


diploma. When | deciding 
which classes to take during 
their junior and senior 
years, students could 
choose either the Michigan 
Merit Pathway or the 
Career Technical Education 
Pathway. By choosing the 
CTE Pathway, students 
could count up to four cred- 
its of career training toward 
graduation. Both pathways 
are aligned with the ACT’s 
College and Workforce 
Readiness Standards so stu- 
dents have the foundation 
they need to pursue college, 
apprenticeships or on-the- 
job training. We must be 
willing to provide students 
with the variety of training 
opportunities they need to 
succeed in the changing job 
environment. Together, the 
Michigan Merit Pathway 
and the CTE Pathway pro- 
vide the highest education- 
al standards the state has 
ever seen, and they ensure 
that students can develop 
the = skills that are in 
demand now and will be in 
demand in the future. With 
these pathways, Michigan 
would also be a state that 
businesses can count on to 
develop a highly qualified 
work force. Saving CTE 
will not only give our stu- 
dents a chance at a brighter 
future, it will also be a key 
to Michigan’s long-term 
economic recovery.

I 
will never be the same 
again,’ said volunteer 
Denise Latuszek. 

The project, run by an 
organization called 
“Tapestries of Life,” is 
fueled entirely by volun-

teer dollars and labor. The 
effort has been underway 
for 15 years and is just now 
nearing completion. 

Although the end is in 
sight, there is still plenty of 
work tobe done.

‘Tt is estimated that there 
are as many as 7,000 
homeless children in the 
region near the orphanage. 
The facility will have the 
capacity for about 400,

larly organizing week-long 
volunteer trips. The latest 
included five students from 
Grayling schools, as well 
as a teacher from the 
AuSable Primary.

“We also wanted 
to show them that we’re 
pretty blessed here in 
America.” 

- Once completed, the 
orphanage will be staffed 
and run by locals. The 
modern facility has also set 
the standard for building 


quality and safety in the 
area. 

“It’s state of the art,” 
Christa said. . 

Grayling volunteers also 
raised money to distribute 
groceries and toilet paper 
to families in the nearby 
community. 

“We picked up ... $2,500

Guay Started the Leaning 
Oaks Cat Haven two years 
ago. She trapped, spayed 
and neutered 28 cats in con- 
junction with Friends for 
Life of Otsego County, an 
animal welfare group com- 
mitted to reducing the num- 
ber of unwanted, abused 
and homeless cats and dogs 
through an aggressive 
spay/neuter program. 

Since then, she has 
adopted out dozens of cats 
that she has rescued, and 
works in conjunction with 
the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter, — Petco and 
Petfinder.com to find 
homes for the cats.

He said he 
fielded a number of com- 
plaints regarding stray cats 
and the rescue operation 
after the story appeared in 
the newspaper. 

Guay, however, said that 
she gamered several dona- 
tions and supporters after 
the Avalanche ran the story. 

In order to have the oper- 
ation continued in a resi- 
dential district, Guay need- 
ed to obtain a special use 
permit under provisions for 
a home occupation. One of 
the requirements is to have 
the consent of neighboring 
property owners within 500 
feet. 

That: support has» pee 
hard to come by. Most of 
the protests have come 
from neighbors who live 
across the road from: her 
home at 8190 South Old 
US27, 

John and Dorothy Small 
said the cats urinate around 
their home and leave feces 
around their bushes and in 
their garden. 

“Every morning, I have 
to scrub my house because 
of cat piss,” Dorothy Small 
said, 

William Miller said that 
the cats leave droppings in 
his horseshoe pits and dig 
under fencing for his wood- 


shed to find shelter. 

“You can’t even go out in 
your yard and play horse- 
Shoes because somebody’s 
using the sand as if it’s their 
cat litter,” Miller said. 

Rachel McNally said that 
she can’t let her dogs roam 
because they chase the cats 
and eat the food placed out- 
side of Guay’s home. 

“It's like an open banquet 
for my dogs,’ McNally 
said. 

Neighbor Tim Francis 
said there is a visibly route 
of stray cats between his 
house and the cat rescue 
during the winter time. 

“I have nothing but a 
continuous parade of cats 
going across our yard right 
directly to Delores’ house,” 
Francis said. 

Guay said that the only 
time she places food out- 
side of her home is when 
she tries to trap cats in the 
winter. She said it’s easier 
to trap female cats in the 
cold weather since they are 
not in heat and attracting 
male cats to breed. 

“They come from miles 
away,’ Guay said of the 
male cats. 

Guay said that she does 
not release cats from the 
rescue operation, which is 
confined to the basement of 
her home and behind sever- 
al glass-enclosed doors. 
The area Is lighted and ven- 
tilated to provide a cozy 
home for the cats. 

“They never leave the 
house, from the day they 
are caught to the day they 
get adopted out,” Guay 
said, 

Guay had several sup- 
porters for the Leaning 
Oaks Cat Haven in atten- 
dance at last week’s meet- 
ing. 

Under a home occupa- 
tion, only one’ employee is 
allowed to work at the oper- 
ation. Guay said that four 
family members help. her 
do the daily cleaning and 
maintenance at her cat res- 
cue Operation, including 
her sister Thelma Stevens. 

“If everybody deserves a 
better life, then why 
shouldn’t we try to provide 
a better life for our furry 
friends,” Stevens said. 

Sally Hartwig, a Grayling 
senior who lives in the 
apartments surrounding the 
Grayling Senior Center, 
said Guay has taken in and 
adopted out several cats 
dropped off in the area by 


the senior center. Hartwig 
said the seniors are limited 
on the number of cats they 
can keep in their apart- 
ments. Seniors who have 
visited Guay’s home said 
they don't smell odor from 
the area where the cats are 
housed and only smell the 
odors that are from Guay's 
home. 

“We only wish people 
would stop being so heart- 
less and quit dropping them 
off,’ a group of seniors said 
in a letter to the Beaver 
Creek Township Planning 
Commission. “We now 
have adult cats being 
dropped off and all we can 
do is watch them try to fend 
for themselves.” 

Dawn Greene, president 
of Friends for Life in 
Otsego County, said feral 
cats travel extensively to 
find food, shelter and mates 
and do not recognize prop- 
erty boundaries. 

“Ms. Guay has no control 
over them, because if they 
were approachable, she 
would have taken them in, 
the same as she did the oth- 
ers,” Greene said. “If any- 
thing, her humanitarian 
efforts to feed, shelter and 
spay/neuter the feral cats 
makes it less likely that 
they wiil be an annoyance 
to her neighbors.” 

Last year, Guay adopted 
out nearly 30 cats. Janet 
Bushey of Fenton adopted a 
kitten after finding infor- 
mation about the Leaning 
Oaks Cat Haven on 
Petfinder.com and was 
moved by the pet friendly 
environment. 

“t was impressed with 
the location and cleanliness 
of the home that Leaning 
Oaks Cat Haven has pro- 
vided for stray kittens and 
adult cats,” Bushey said. 

‘T've been in animal shel- 
ters before, but never so 
clean, organized and friend- 
ly.” 

One of Guay's neighbors, 
Tom Conforti, told the 
Beaver Creek Township 
Planning Commission that 
he has seen a noticeable 
decrease in the stray cat 
population, 

Gail Foguth, the 
Crawford County animal 
control officer, said stray 
and feral cats are a county- 
wide problem, but especial- 
ly in high-density areas. 
Foguth said that the area in 
Beaver Creek Township, 
where Guay's home is

located, has had a longtime 
issue with stray and feral 
cats since they continue to 
be released by irresponsible 
pet owners and are allowed 
to breed. Until the State of 
Michigan implements a law 
allowing her to pick up 
stray cats or the county’s 
animal control ordinance is 
changed, Foguth said the 
problem will continue. 

“It's a big bad circle,” 


Foguth said. 


In addition to the cat res- 
cue operation, the Leaning 
Oaks Cat Haven holds low- 
cost shot and vaccination 
clinics with Elmira veteri- 
narian Dr. Donna Simons 
on the second and fourth 
Tuesdays of the month. 

Beaver Creek Township 
Planning Commission 
member Andy Nielson said 
he believed the township 
should put a stop to the pet 
rescue operation before the 
stray and feral cat problem 
gets out of hand. 

“If this continues to grow 
and if we don’t stop it now, 
it will get to the point 
where it's out of control,” 
Nielson said. 

Adam Vernon, a Grayling 
attorney representing Guay, 
said he will seek a stay on 
the planning commission's 
120 day order to cease her 
cat rescue operation while 
he appeals the decision. 

“Y think the planning 
commission did their due 
diligence but they came to a 
mistaken legal conclusion 
and we plan to pursue our 
proper remedy in court,” 
Vernon said. 

Meanwhile, Guay, who 
has had property in Beaver 
Creek Township for over 30 
years, said she has not 
taken in any new cats at her 
operation since she submit- 
ted her special use permit 
application to the township. 
The number of ‘cats at the 
rescue is currently at 38 - 
down from 60 cats she had 
at the facility. In contrast, 
the number of stray and 
feral cats is increasing as 
people lose their jobs, lose 
their homes to foreclosure 
and move out of the county. 

Guay said she will look 
for some agriculturally 
zoned property to continue 
to keep the Leaning Oaks 
Cat Haven’s initiatives 
moving forward. ~ 
- “Pm willing to take any 
help from anyone,” Guay 
said. “The shelters can only 
do so much.”
